| Various Factorsin the State Political Fight 
-The Prohibition Pa:ty~The Independ- 


\ ent Republicans—The Greenbackers 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. ' 
Mtrwavxer, November 1.—If the defection from 
Abe Republican party in Illinois were as great as it 
is in Wisconsin—that is to say, if the party were to 
lose as large a part of its entire vote of 1880 as {t has 
lost here—Ilinois would give a Democratic plurality 
of from 165,000 to 20,000, but of 268,000 votes cast in 
Wisconsin four yeare ago, the Republicans secured 
a majority of scant 30,000. They will regard the 
faves as very kind indeed if next Tuesday the Ro- 
publican majority reaches 10,000. The new political 
elements and unknown quantities which make 
estimates so very uncertain in other States figure 
more prominently in Wisconsin, probably, than in 
| any other State in the Union. Here they have, be- 
sides the regular parties, the Independents, the 
Prohibitionists, the Greenbackers, the German Re- 
publican or anti-prohibition defection and the Irish 
Democrat defection, all of sufficient strength and 
importance to demand consideration in all election 
forecasts, yet none 30 well canvassed as to present 
any approximate idea of their strength. Having 
talked with several intelligent representa- 
tives of each element, and having been shown some- 
thing of their electioneering methods, I believe that 
the largest factor of them all is 
THE PROHIBITION PARTY. 
It certainly has the best organization and the most 
comprehensive campaign system. It has not only 
a State ticket, but hasa complete county ticket in 
every county in the State, with a county committeo 
in every instance to conduct the canvass. A couple 
of years ago, witha very tardy canvass, only a 
couple of State candidates and a helter-skelter or- 
ganization, the Prohibitioniste polled over 13,000 
votes. They were amazed to discover their own 


1 patrength, and this fall they have gone in independent 


of all other political considerations to make a test 


of their strength. They are backed by eleven news- 


Papers in the State, being almost as well off in that 
asthe Democratic party, which suffers 
forthe want of a vigorous State organ. It is not 
strange, then, that these enthusiasts—for every Pro- 
hibitionist I have seen is a pronounced enthusiast 
should argue that with their immensely improved 
conditions they will poll from 20,000 to 25,000 votes, 
or nearly double what they didin the scrub race 
referred to.

At Central Turner Hall last night the Republican 
Precinct Committeemen, the Republican Judges of 
Election and such of the new Deputy Marshals as 
were specially invited to attend, assembled in secret 
caucus to consider their duties on election day. 
Some 800 men were in the hail, to which admission 
was only gained by card, the press being rigorously 


excluded. Mr. Chauncey I. Filley was the speaker 
who occupied the chief attention of 
meeting. He said that the gentlemen 


present had been called together to consider close- 
ly their duty on election day, and that he desired to 
offer some advice. He said that able lawyers under 
the direction of the Republican Central Committee, 
had examined the United States statutes, and were 
clearly of the opinion that no citizen, who had been 
honestly registered as a voter, could be disfran- 
chised by a partisan board of revision. Mr. Filley 
made very clear his idea that it was the duty of the 
judges to correct the mistakes of the board of 
revision at the polis, and to receive the ballots of 
all of those citizens who should have been 
on the poll books, and who were 
striken off unfairly. In so many words he stated 
that the judges of eleétion had exactly the same 
power as the board of review to put names back on 
the poll book which had been improperly taken off. 
and he exhorted the faithful to exert that author- 
ity. Mr. Filley stated that it would be the duty of 
the precinct committeemen and of the marshals to 
— the judges, and he assured the judges that 

ey would be protected in the performance of their 


lain duty. Mr. Pohlman followed in a speech 
n which he stated that the 
duty of precinct committeeman included 


among other things keeping a close watch upon ceu- 
tral committeemen, and men employed by the 
central committee to see that no seratching was 
done. He also asked that at each poll the names of 
the first and last voters be secured, so that no fraud 
would be possible. The determination of the meet-

Mr. Bell on the Ballot Boxes. 

City Counselor Bell returned from Jefferson City 
to-day, and was questioned by a Post-DispatcH re- 
porter concerning the squabble between Recorder 
of Voters Hoblitzelle and Mayor Ewing about the 
ballot boxes. He repeated the main points of the 
argument with Hoblitzelle, which may be summar- 
ved as follows: The law ef 1881 directe that the 
vallot boxes shall be issued by the City Register.and 
returned to him by the judges of elestion. a hat 
the vote shai! then be canvassed by the City | 
ter, the Recorder of Voters and two Justices of the 
Peace. In 1883 the Lezislature passed a law alter- 
ing the former one, and making Hoblitselle the is- 
suer and receiver of these ballot boxes, and the can- 
vasser of the vote. The Court of Appeals deciared 
this law unconstitutional, and Mr. Hoblitzelle ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. which has not yet 


upon the matter. Thereupon 
according to Mr. Bell, the Court of 
Appeals decision stands until the 


Supreme Court reverses it. According to Mr. Hob- 
litzelle, the proceedings in the Supreme Court act as 
a supersedeas, and leave the law of 1883 in force. 

Said the reporter: “If Mr. Hoblitzelle persists in 
issuing and receiving the boxes, what then!“ 

But he cannot. It would be a breach of the law,” 
returned Mr. Bell. 

“Admitting that it is a breach of the law, and 
suppose Mr. Hoblitzelie still insists on requiring a 
receipt from each judge to whom he gives a box by 
which the judge binds himself to return the box to 
the Recorder of Voters, what then!“ 

“Then, if the boxes are returned to Mr. Hoblitzelle 
there will be no election. All that he can hope to 
accomplish thus is simply to undo the whole elec- 
tion; that he probably can do, certainly he can af- 
fect nothing else by his present course.” The con- 
tract of judges to deliver the boxes back to Hob- 
liizelle amounts to nothing at all. It is an illegal 
contract, just as Hiegal as if they entered into a 
contract to take the boxes down to theriver and 


dump them in, You see the law is very 
plaiu as to what the 2 are 
to do with the ballot boxes, 


and Mr. Hoblitzelle can not undo that law. He has 
as much right to make it a condition that the judges 
shall take a handful of ballots out of each box and 
burn them, as he has to make it a condition that 
the judges shall bring him the boxes.“ 

“Shall you take any legal proceedings in the mat- 
ter?” 

“I don’t see that any are necessary. It is to be 
presumed that Mr. Hoblitzelle will obey the law. He 
is a sworn officer of the State, and 
must be, as we all are. anxious 
for a fair election. He cannot wish to destroy the 
legality of all the votes cast next Tuesday. And 
the same presumption must be entertained as to the 
agen of election. They are sworn to perform their 

uty and they will perform it.” ,

It not be amiss here to 
give à brief resume of one of the most worthy 
charitable institutions of St. Louis, St. Luke 's Hos. 
pital, and its noble work during nearly a score of 
ears. The good it has accomplished, while labor- 
— under many disadvantages, mainly that of hav- 
ing no revenue to defray its expenses, bas 
been remarkable. 

MR. W. H. THOMSON, 
the vice president, and one of the original 
founders, who has constantly devoted much atten- 
tion to the welfare and progress of the hospital, is 
enthusiastic about its success. 

“The institution,” said he, has a wide scope of 
usefulness which certainly increases. It is now 
about nineteen years since the hospital was estab- 
lished, and by good management and energy it has 
grown to its present proportions, and to-day fills a 
much needed want, pot supplied by the public in- 
stitutions or the excellent ones of a sectarian char- 
acter. Of course, at the start, there was much to 
contend with, principally the limited means. 
We depended then, as we do now, on volun- 
tary coutributious of our geherous citizens. 
By perseverance and the liberal support of the 
cnaritable community the institution, became firm- 
ly established. The magnificent new building re- 
cently erected on the corner of Nineteenth and 
Washington avenue, large and commodious as it is. 
does not sufficient capacity, so greatly in- 
creased is its work of charity.” 

Has the institution no permanent or endowment 
fund?” asked the reporter. ! 

“Absolutely none. The support of the hospital 
for the present depends mainiy upon tne liberality 
of the charitably disposed peopie of St. Louis.

For some years past it 
has been sustained by the voluntary gifts of a few 
friends, without making any public appeal for aid.

has been very unsatisfactory. and for a long time 
were embarrassed as to the manner in which 
to successfully conduct the affairs of the hospital. 
The institution, as is generally known, is under the 
immediate auspices of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, but it is in charge of the Protestant Sister- 
hood of the Good Shepherd, a band of noble and 
self-sacrificing ladies. Several members of the sister- 
hood devote themselves personally and altogether to 
the good work. Their services are entirely gratui- 
tous, and they support themselves with the school 
on Park avenue. To give an idea of the liberal ad- 
ministration of the internal affairs of the hospital, I 
will inform you that, although the medical depart- 
ment is in charge of a staff of eminent physicians 
and surgeons, whose services are gratuitous and un- 
remitting, yet no 1 is excluded whose atten- 
tion may be desired by any patient.” 
“Is there a preponderance of any particular sect 
among the beneficiaries?” 
“None. The operations of last year make the fol- 
lowing showing: Of 425 patients treated, there were 
78 Churchmen (Episcopal); ‘Romanists, 44; Protest- 
ants (ail denominations), 159; Jews, 4; no religious 
profession, 140. The larger part of our work is char- 
itable, and by far the greater part is among others 
than members of our own denomination, 1 need 
not make the assertion, but it is a fact fully recog- 
nized . by the public that our charity is generai and 
unselfish. The location of the hospital, Nine- 
teenth and Washington avenue, more 
central than any other, affords ,ready 
access to the cases of accidents constantly occurring

The building con- 
tains three large wards and a number of comfort- 
ably furnished private rooms.

THOSE INSTRUCTIONS. 

United States marshals and their deputies ex- 
pose themselves to great risk if they assume 
that the instructions formerly issued by Attor- 
ney-General Tart are really the law of the 
land, Those instructions, in some parts and in 
their full scope, are in conflict with the plainest 
provisions of the Constitution, and in direct 
conflict with settled decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The Enforcement Act, from which the Feder- 
al election supervisors and deputy marshals 
derive all their legal authority to meddle with 
elections, has been pronounced unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court, and void in all of its pro 
visions, except such as may appropriately 
operate to prevent the enforcement of any 
law depriving citizens of the right to 
vote “on account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude.” ‘The Supreme 
Court has decided that the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment confers on Congress this additional power 
only; that in all other respects elections remain 
as much as formerly a matter of State law 
under State police administration exclusively; 
and, in effect, that the Enforcement Act and 
its official machinery cannot lawfully obstruct 
the enforcement of State suffrage laws and 
registration laws unless the same are laws de- 
nyixig and abridging the right to vote solely ‘on 
a count of race, color or previous condition of 
servitude.” 

That decision was delivered in a case in 
which Kentucky election officers had been ar- 
rested for refusing to permit unregistered ne- 
groes to vote in the city of Lexington. The 
officers of election in this city are swornjand 
bound to conduct the election according to 
the laws of this State, including the 
registration law. If they fail to do 
so they violate their oaths and expose them- 
selves to the penalties of the law. If they are 
arrested for obeying their oaths and the law, 
such arrest is a lawless outrage, in flagrant de- 
fiance of the Supreme Court's decision, Let the 
deputy marshals beware of committing any 
such outrage in obedience to the command of 
any campaign committee, 

It is not pretended that any law of Missouri 
conflicts with the Fifteenth Amendment, and 
the Supreme Court has plainly said that the En- 
| forcement Act applies only to States in which 

there are laws conflicting with said amendment, 
By that decision Federal supervisors and deputy 
marshals are absolutely divested of any author- 
ity over the conduct of our election, Yet 
Tarr's instructions tell them to act as arbiters 
of this election, to decide for themselves who 
are and who are not entitled to vote 
under our laws, and to arrest and 
remove all sworn judges of election 
who reject votes the deputy mar- 
shals would receive, or receive votes the deputy 
marchals would reject under the direction of a 
campaign committee. 

They have no more lawful authority to do 
this than they have to open separate polls and 
send in separate returns fixed up to suit them- 
selves, The Constitution of the United States 
makes the choice of Presidential electors purely 
a matter of State law, and it also makes the 
qualification of voters for members of Con- 
gress a matter of State law.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Ir is not at all wonderful in a Government like 
England’s where so many offlolals, olerks. and other 
employes are needed that some superfluous men 
should held positions or that there should be numer- 
ous superfiuous offices which pass unnoticed from 
year to year, But about as curious an instance of 
this as perhaps ever happened has just been nar- 
rated by the London correspondent of the Irish 
Times. In 1864a military commission held a meet- 
ing in one of the Government offices near St. James 
Park, and asa matter of formality they placed a 
soldier on duty at the entrance to guard it from 10 
o'clock until 4 o'clock during every day of thd 
sitting, The commission finished its work and 
but the sentry was not discharged and 
he continued to pace his short sentry with fixed 
bayonet regularly every day for twenty years, as 
the fact of his being there was only discovered by 
his superiors a short time ago, when he was relieved 
of duty. He had been entirely forgotten. 


Gronon Exior, the novelist, is to have an unusual 
monument erected to her literary work. The Metb- 
odists at Wirksworth, where Elizabeth Evans, the 
original of Dinah Morris in Adam Bede,“ preached 
for many years, expect to erect a new chapel which 
they will call the Bede Memorial Chapel, and which, 
in the words of the resolution passed by the congre- 
gation, is to be erected to the glory of God and in 
memory of Elizabeth Evans, immortalized as Dinah 
Morris by George Eliot in her novel of Adam 
Bede.

Tux cost of the cholera visitation to those coun- 
tries which have suffered, or which have been com- 
pelled to quarantine against it, is said to be very 
great. It is estimated that quarantine regulations 
have resulted ina loss to tiie Italian revenue alone 
of over $8,000,000. Spain lost over $1,000,000 before 
the end of August, while the decrease in the value 
of exports and imports during the same period 
amounted to a very large sum. The loss to trade 
has been so great that those ports where quarantine 
exists have successfully petitioned for relaxation in 
the regulations.

IN addition to ti: importance of thorough exam- 
ination of applicants for positions in which the man- 
agement of railroad trains and the guiding of vessels 
require accurate judgment as to colors, Vice Admiral 
Close /o the English navy suggests another malady 
‘which he says he has noticed and which may fre- 
quently account for the loss of vessels at sea. He 
calis it “moon blindness.” It consists in the in- 
capacity of a person to see a light shining through 
darkness. He declares that he bas noticed several 
instances of it which came near resulting seriously. 


The Parisian authorities have  distin- 
guished themselves for s everity by prohibiting the 
much talked of baby show on the 
score of hygiene, and have thereby got- 
ten themselves into a lawsuit for damages, brought 
by the managers. There is now considerable specu- 
lation in the newpapers as to whether the Parisian 
authorities will further distinguish themselves by 
forbidding the proposed beauty show on the ground 
of morality. From the way in which thé papers 
speak of the matter it is plain that the idea of the 
French as to the kind of evidence one is to judge of 
the beauty of the contestants is not hke the American 
idea, as it seems to contemplate leaving 
no room whatever for the exercise of the imagina- 
tion as to the charms of the beauties, but to depend 
entirely upon naked facts. 

Tus French reporters are trying to catch the spirit 
of their American co-workers in the matter of inter- 
viewing and writing about distinguished visitors. 
Atthe recent visit of Count Herbert Bismarck to 
Paris, the Figaro gave full details of his daily life; 
how he ate, what he ate, what he wore and what 
clothing he had in his wardrobe, when he went to 
bed and when he arose. The only information it 
failed to get was the very important piece of news 
as to what he went to Paris for.

The 
music of two bands stirred the enthusiasm of the 
crowd, and soon after 3 o'clock hearty cheers were 
heard all along Wall street as a delegation from the 
Stock Exchange Cleveland Club marched down 
from Broad street. Each one of the down-town 
business interests were represented in the crowd. 

When Henry Ward Beecher appeared on the 
main stand he was vigorously cheered. The rain 
had ceased and the crowd wasa comfortable and 
enthusiastic one.

A MUNIFICENT NABOB. 


Valuable Real Estate Which Vanderbilt 
Has Been Giving Away. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, November 1.—Within the past three 
months William H. Vanderbilt has presented con- 
siderable property to his relatives on Staten Island. 
The oid Simonson homestead at Clifford, which be- 
longed to a sister of Commodore Vanderbilt, has 
been deeded back to original owner. It was bought 
by the Commodore at a foreclosure mortgage and 
the Simonson's obtained the rentals. It was the 
headquarters of General Fremont, in 1856, when he 
was a Presidential candidate. A year ago it was 
leased to a persen who converted it into a summer, 
beer garden. That brought the matter into print 
and Mr. Vanderbilt's name was connected with it. 
He gave orders to cancel the beer seller's lease as 
soon as it expired, and, soon after, the land was 


transferred to its former occupants, who are now 
very old. Another piece of property that Mr. Van- 
derbilt has given away is the old Vanderbilt home- 
steaci on Buy street, Stapleton, where William II. 
was born. It is now oceupied by Capt. William 
White, an old steamboatman, who married a sister 
or close relative of Commodore Vanderbilt. Mr. 
Vanderbilt has allowed Captain White to live there 
without payment of rent for some years. It is es- 
timated that the above and two or three other gifts 
to relatives on Staten Island within two years past 
have aggregated $50,000 in value.

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THE RATE WAR. 


New York Central Takes a Hand, With 
: Lively Prospects All Round. : 
By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 


Railroad yesterday took its first direct step in the 
railway war, by reducing its rates to Chicago to $15 
for first-class tickets and $14 for second-class. - This 


action has been expected for some time, as the road 


had not been getting its share of the business west, 
much of the travel, which is very light, going by the 
Erie, Lackawanna and West Shore, owing to the 
differential reduction of $1 50. As soon as the New 
York Central's announcement was made public the 
agents of the three roads mentioned immediately 


reduced their rates to $13 50 and 812 50, the 
brokers, of course, following suit. The redu 
apply to Chicago and points beyond; rates to the in- 
terior places, as Detroit, Cincinnati and Indiana 
olis, remaining unchanged. This decisive step by the 
Central is regarded as the beginning off a_ in- 
tended to force the issue between the warring roads 
toa settlement. It is intimated that the rates will 
be lowered as often as may be necessary to bring 
about the result aimed at, viz: The adoption ofa 
rule by all the roads, with direct connections to 
Chicago, requiring an uniform rate of fare and the 
abolition of the differential allowance made under 
the rules of the ol the old pool agreements by the 
Pennsylvania. and New York Central to the other 
roads. The Pennsylvania made no cha during 
the day, the decision on this having 
to be made at the general office 
in Philadelphia. Uniess rates go lower than 
now made, it is likely this road will maintain its 
rates, as it claims that it is getting a fair share of 
the current business, travelers apparently being 
willing to pay the difference charged as the equiva- 
lent of the accommodations provided. Should there 
be any considerable cut from ruling rates, the Penn- 
Sylvania will probably take part in the struggle and 
protect itself. Among the brokers the announce- 
ment of the reduction by the New York Central was 
received with satisfaction, as their business has 
been injured by their adherence to the unwritten 
compact which they have observed with the roads 
since the beginning of the warfare. While they, 
have been selling tickets at the same 
rates asthose charged by the roads, much of the 
business has gone direct to the latter. They yester- 
day decided no longer to adhere to the agreement, 
and beginning to-day, they will return to their old 
custom and undersell the rates fixed by the roads. 
This was done yesterday in regard to tickets to all 
interior points, the cut averaging $1 from the sched- 
ule rates. Late inthe afternoon they openly sold 
New York Central tickets at $14. That this will 
lead to further reductions by the roads is certain, 
and the situation is One in which changes are likely 
to be made almost from day to day. No changes in 
local rates were made by the Central or West Shore. 
but, if material reductions are made in the through 
rates, local rates will undoubtedly be affected also.

LADY LYTTON, 


The “Letters of the Late Edward Bulwer, Lord 
Lytton, to His Wife,“ recently given to the public 
by Miss Louise Devey, the executrix of Lady Lyt- 
ton, may be put down as even a more unhappy reve- 
lation of domestic misfortune and embitterment 
than that furnished by thecase of Lord Byron. 
Lady Lytton wasa great beauty, as will be seen 
from the portrait which is reproduced fiere. Al. 
though inher eightieth year, she possessed to the 
last the remains of a beauty that had been so noted 
in her youth. She died rather suddenly on the 12th 
of March, 1882, in her eightieth year. She left the 
letters from her husband In the hands of Miss De- 
vey for publication at sometime in the future, as 
good judgement should dictate,in order that she 
might be vindicated. In her preface Miss Devey 
says: My first intention was to delay this publica- 
tion for some years; but I am compelled to hasten 
my action in consequence of the recent appearance 
of the ‘Biography of Edward, Lord Lytton;“ for al- 
thaugh I might not have considered it incumbent on 
me tocorrect inaccuracies, so far as the late Lord 
alone was ned; yet in the unjust notices of 
Lady Lytton I feel that delay would be prejudicial 
to the very object of my trust and the faithful dis- 
charge of a duty I had unreservedly accepted.“ Let, 
then, these letters tell their own tales. 

THE FIRST MEETING. 

The maiden name of Lady Lytton was Wheeler. 
She was 18 when Bulwer first saw her, and she her- 
self has thus described him, as he appeared at their 
first meeting, which was in October, 1825: 

He had (she says in her autobiography) just re- 
turned from Paris, and was resplendent with French 


polish—as far as boots went, His cobweb cambric 
shirt-front was a triumph of lace and embroidery, a 
combination never seen in this country till six or 
seven years later (except on babies’ frocks.) Studs. 
too, except in — stables, were then non est; but 
a perfect galaxy glittered down the center of his fai- 
* lingerie. His bair, which was really golden and 
abundant, he wore literally in long ringlets that al- 
most reached his shoulders. He was unmistakably 
gentleman-like looking. Poor D'Orsay's linen 
untlets had not yet burst upon the London world; 
jut Mr. Lytton Bulwer had three inches of cambrick 
encircling his coat cuffs and fastened with jeweled 
sleeve-links. And although it wanted full five years 
till every man in society was caned. he also dangled 
from his ungloved and glittering right hand a some- 
what gorgeously jewel-headed ebony cane; and the 
dangling was of the scientific kind, evidently 
‘learned, marked and inwardly digested.’ 
A PRELIMINARY OUTBURSTYr 
Shortly after this meeting begins aseries of 298 
letters which this volume contains.

He demands an apology, and eventually writes, 
“On no consideration whatever will I live with you 
again.“ The deed of separation, which allowed 
Mrs. Bulwer £400 a year for Mr. Bulwer's life only, 
and £50 a year each for the two children as long as 
he permitted them to remain with their mother, is 
dated 19th April, 1836, and on the 14th of Juue, 1836, 
she with her children quitted Berrymead, her hus- 
band’s home, forever.

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


A Good Prospect that it Will Not Be 
Ready by February 22. 


By Telegranh to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON. November 1.—It is not altogether 
certain that the Washington Monument is to be com- 
pleted in time for the proposed dedication on 
February 22. The work of setting the capstones 
has been delayed a good deal, asthe stones were not 
ready. The third tier is now being placed in 
position, but the parties in charge of the work find 
that the nearer they get to the top the more dif- 
ficult the task, and the more careful the men have 
to be to prevent accident. The space at the 
top, too, grows constantly smaller and, of course, a 
less number of mencan be employed. Should it 
happen that cold weather should set in at an unusu- 
ally early period there is a doubt whether the work 
could be completed this season. The pyramidal top 
of the monument, now being laid, is to consist of 
fourteen courses of stone,sloping gradually upward, 
the distance from the point where the — occurs 
to the extreme top being fifty-five feet. he third 
course of these is now being laid. In it are to be the 
openings for “look-outs,” two on each side. Above 
it will be twelve courses and the capstone; and it 
is estimated that for each course three days of good 
weather will be required, so that the completion of 
the monument this season is by no means assured, 
though the chances are thought to be in favor of it. 
The capstone, which is to surmount the whole, isan 
object of much attention at the monument grounds 
now. All the visitors want to see it, and a good 
many 1 ladies ask to be permitted to stand on 
it, so that they may tell their great grandchildren 
that they have stood on the capstone of the Wash- 
ington Monument.

Where Americans Worship in London— 
Spurgeonand Beecher Compared—Glad- 
stone as a Speaker and a Man—Rome and 

Beggars—A Remarkable 


Her Former 
Fever. 


It was difficult for a Post-Dispatca reporter to be- 
lieve that a dangerous disease but a few weeks ago 
had brought to death's door the form that responded 
this morning to the inquiry at his residence for Rev. 
Dr. C. L. Goodell. His step was possibly not as light 
as formerly, and in the loose wrapper his figure did 
not show the reducing effects of the foreign fever. 
His eye was as bright as ever, and his smile rolled 
up very promising wrinkles of solid flesh on his 
cheeks, whieh are bronzed like an Arab's, as he an- 
swered the first questi on. Ves, I have seen a good 
part of the world, and that part, too, which has the 
most interest. Leaving here in January, I made an 
extended trip through Ireland, where there 
were a great deal fewer evidences 


of suffering than I had been led to expect. The 
people, of course, are not in a happ mood, as they 
are widely discouraged. The Catholics and Protest- 
ants on the home rule question have a deep bond of 
unity, and between those divisions of the church, 
which are equally powerful on the Island in their 
respective domains, there is no visible sign of con- 
tention. Crossing over to England I made it a point 
to study the religious relations of the people of 
London. Although that city is Savbath observing 
and infinitely farther advanced toward the good in 
that direction than her festive neighbor across the 
Channel, the lamentable conviction comes home to 
one that the vast masses of the r, those who 
most need the advantages that churches afford, 
seldom attend, divine worship. In counteracting 
this cold neglect I think Moody has done 
his greatest work, and it is a 
question in my mind if any influence 
in London has ever worked more toward drawing 
the masses toward religion and breaking down their 
belief in the lines that divide the rich and poor t 
the Moody meetings, m which I saw prince sitting 
beside peasant, and the lady of high degree side by 
side with the humble tradesman's wile.” 
THE AMERICAN IN LONDON. 

“Do the Americans assert themselves in London?" 

“Yes, but not in any obtrusive sense. Their indi- 
viduality is so very distinctively their own that they 
are being catered to in many ways in the hotels, 
railroads and restaurants, and even the hard heart- 
ed cabby is beginning to look with something akin 
to respect upon his Yankee patrons. Take your 
stand during the summer in Trafalgar Square and 
Charing Cross and you will see ail the Americans 
you wish to. That is the center of the city and it is one 
of the fortunate things about that huge metropolis 
that the human tide is socentered that everythin 
in the way of visitors drifts by that way. Sever 
afternoons I stood there and, with my wife, had in- 
finite amusement guessing at the native States from 
whith came the easily distinguished Americans 
who passed us frequentiy. In the matter of attend- 
ing — our people have a few regular places 
of worship, not so much sought after because of a 
denominational similarity with their views as with a 
desire to see all that is famous in London's rich re- 
ligious fields. For instance, it can be taken for 
granted that the following churches on Sundays 
gather in about all there are of the great Republic's 
citizens floating around London: Spurgeon's, 
Canon Farrar's, Newman Hall’s, Canon 
Syddons’ and Dr. Parker's. It was 
one of the most — features of my travels to 
visit those churches on different Sundays, and hap- 
pen upon faces I had known well over here.“ 

„How does Spurgeon compare with Beecher?” 

“I never saw two men more different. Beecher is 
imaginative and emotional, and is remarkable for 
his intuitive perceptions. Spurgeon, on the other 
hand, is very practical, earnest and powerful in the 
faith, and is intensely scriptural.” 

Is Paris improving much religiously?” 

“I cannot say that it is, It has ong been a Sab- 
bath-breaking city, and the gay gardens and the 
thronged streets on Sunday struck one very forcibly.
